Halifax, N.S., Sept. 17—A great en- 


largement of the market for Cape 
Breton coal as well as for steel pro- 
duce of Nova Scotia is foreshadowed 
in a statement made today by General 
Manager Butler, of the Dominion Steel 
corporation. Mr. Butler was asked 
how buildiing the Hudson Bay rail- 
way would affect the coal and steel 
industry of Cape Breton by providing 
a new route for transportation into 
the interior of Canada of the coal and 
steel produced in this province. 

He replied: “The Maritime pro- 
vinces will benefit more than any oth- 
er part of Canada by the building of 
this railwav, excepting only part of 
the West immediately near it. When 
the Hudson Bay railway is completed 
I expect likely that coal shipment 
from Sydney or Louisburg can be laid 
down at Port Nelson or Fort Church- 
ill, whichevery may be the terminus 
of the railway, at a freight cost of 
about $1 per! ton, adding railway 
freight from the terminus at Hudson's 
Bay. 

The freight to such points should 
be about $3 per ton. The selling 
price for Cape Breton coal when this 
route is available should compare 
favorably with the present price of | 
American and Western Canadian coal | 
there.” i

OF THE RAILWAYS 


Character Sketch of Chairman of 
Railway Commission—Gets At 
Facts He Wishes 


On Monday morning, at ten o'clock, 
in the city council chamber, the Mal- 


way Commission will commence Its 
hearing of the cases which are to 
come up before it on its visit here. 


The sittings will be presided over by 
J. P. Mabee, whose name is now ¥e- 
ing mentioned as a probable member 
of the Dominion cabinet Judge May- 
bee is one of the leading personanties 
of the Dominion. He is regarded as 
something of a miracle in his com- 
prehensive knowledge of the raliway 
situation of Canada. Every little tag 
station in the mountains and plains 
of the west and the settlements of the 
east seems to come definitely within 
the map of his mind. He knows ® its 
ambitious demands and its proper 
needs. He carries some feature of it 
in his memory and recalls it without 
difficulty when one might have 
thought that it was necessary to aig 
deep into the recesses of the files. 
Nothing is too small to forfeit his at- 
tention, provided there are practical 
results, however minor in importance, 
to be attained. Nothing is so big but 
that he can probe ta the heart of it 
and straightway extract the points 
that matter. 
Listens Patiently. 

Patiently he listens to the 
the rustic reeve of some little com- 
munity whose milk is delayed in its 
carriage to the center of population. 
If the petitioner is slow and unwieldly 
in handling his subject, he helps to 
turn the current of his thought clear- 
ly, but, if the poor man must tell his 
story in his own devious way, Judge 
Mabee sinks comfortably into ts 
chair and listens seriously to the 
burden of the grievance. Just as 
courteously he listens to the corpora- 
tion lawyer if the latter wants to dis- 
tend his argument with problems 
which need not be determined if tne 
core of the subject can be brought dl- 
rectly into view.
